Why Is the League? 

President Coolidge suggests that the Coun-| 
cil of the League of Nations come down out of 
the realm of abstractions and discuss the ques- 
tion of limiting the number of cruisers, destroy- | 
ers and submarines which the United States, | 
Creat Britain, France, Italy and Japan may re- 
spectively maintain. | 

These are classes of ships which were not in- 
cluded in the Washington agreement regarding 


battleships. As a consequence, the construction | 
of these types has been proceeding without re-| 
straint, and has developed into something re- 


sembling competition. 

The President’s proposal is the more signifi- 
cant ‘because he is at the moment holding up an 
appropriation bill which provides for the addition 
of ten new cruisers to the United States navy. In 
gnnouncing that he would suspend sanction of | 
the measure, Mr. Coolidge said he did 50 until 
it was seen whether or not the other Powers 
would agree to set bounds to their cruiser con- | 
struction. 

The position of the United States is thus com- | 
parable to that taken a few years ago when Sec- | 
vetary Daniels announced that unless the Powers | 
agreed to a plan of naval limitation that | 
country would undertake the construction of a) 
fleet of such preponderant strength that com-| 
petition would be impossible. 

President Coolidge probably argues that as | 
Mr. Daniels’ threat helped to bring about a con- | 
ference at which battleship construction was put 
under restriction, a like threat may do something | 
to promote the regulation of the other classes of 
war vessels.
